Knd laſtly, The Lords and Commons doe further 
Declare, That notwithſtanding thoſe wicked Councel- 
lors which enclined his Majeſtie to make warre againſt 
our brethren. of Scotland, and by Prayers and Procla- 
mations read in Churches,to pronounce them Rebels and 
Traitors : That with-held his Majeſtie from ſetting forth
